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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's Amendment filed on 3-2-06 has been received and entered in the case. 
Claims 1-4, 7-8, 13-16, 19-20, 25-28 and 41-44 are pending. The rejections set forth in the 
previous Office Action are revised to reflect amendment of claims as indicated below. In 
addition, Terminal Disclaimer filed on 3-27-06 is not approved since signing attorney is not list. 

Double Patenting 

1. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created doctrine 
grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or 
improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent possible 
harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. 
Cir. 1993); In reLongi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 
F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 
1970);and, In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) may be used to 
overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double patenting ground 
provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly owned with this 
application. See 37 CFR 1.130(b). 

Effective January 1, 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a terminal 
disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 37 
CFR3.73(b). 

2. Claims 1, 13, 25 and 41-44 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-8 of the US Patent 
6,778,033. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct 
from each other because the scopes of claims 1, 13, 25 and 41 of the instant application are 
essentially the same that of claims 1-8 of the US Patent 6,778,033 (i.e., each and every 
limitations of claims 1 and 13 are found on claims 1 and 8 of the US Patent 6,778,033). It is 
noted that the limitation "wherein the voltage signal is coupled to power a plurality of 



distributed oscillators, and wherein the plurality of distributed oscillators are coupled to drive a 
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clock distribution network asynchronously with respect to an external clock" is seen as intended 
use of the above apparatus. Changing term from "used 9 ' to "coupled 99 does not change the scope 
of claim since "the voltage signaV 9 is an end result of the inventive circuit. "The voltage signaF 9 
can be used, coupled, applied or provided to various devices, including but not limited to 
plurality of oscillators. 

As to claims 25 and 41, the scopes of these claims are similar to that of claim 5 of the US 
Patent 6,778,033. Claim 5 of the US Patent 6,778,033 does not recited the location of a voltage 
control circuit and location of a power source with respect to a core of an integrated circuit (i.e., 
internally or externally). However, it would have obvious to one having am ordinary skill in the 
art at the time the invention was made to fabricate the voltage control circuit, internally or 
externally, with respect to the IC since it has been held that rearranging parts of an invention 
involves only routine skill in the art . In re Japikse, 86 USPQ 70. Further, there is no difference 
in the operation of the voltage control circuit if it is located "ON" or "OFF" the IC. 

As to claims 42-44, the scopes of these claims are similar to that of claims 6-8 of the US . 
Patent 6,778,033. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section l«22(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 
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4. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by the Pulvirenti 
reference (U.S. Patent 6,366,154). 

Pulvirenti discloses in figure 2 an apparatus comprising a bandgap device 5 to produce a 
reference voltage Vbg based on a desired power 11; and a decision device (OP AMP; PT) to 
receive the reference voltage from the bandgap device and to receive a voltage signal from a 
power source (Rl, R2), the decision device to determine whether the voltage signal received 
from the power source corresponds to the desire power level as required by claim 1. It is noted 
that the limitation "wherein the voltage signal is coupled to power a plurality of distributed 
oscillators, and wherein the plurality of distributed oscillators are coupled to drive a clock 
distribution network asynchronously with respect to an external clock" is seen as intended use of 
the above apparatus. 

As to claim 2, the decision device comprises an amplifier OP AMP to compare the 
reference voltage (+ terminal) and the voltage signal (- terminal), and to output a result signal 
(output of OP AMP) based on the comparison. 

As to claim 3, the decision device further comprises a decision mechanism (transistor PT) 
to receive the result signal output from the comparing device and to make a decision regarding 
operation of the power source. 

As to claim 4, operation of amplifier OP AMP determines if the voltage signal is not at 
the desired power level. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 7-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the Pulvirenti 
reference (U.S. Patent 6,366,154). 

Pulvirenti discloses all the claimed inventions of claims 7 and 8, except for teaching 
where the voltage control circuit is physically located with respect to a core of an integrated 
circuit (i.e., internally or externally). It would have obvious to one having am ordinary skill in 
the art at the time the invention was made to fabricate the voltage control circuit, internally or 
externally, with respect to the IC since it has been held that rearranging parts of an invention 
involves only routine skill in the art . In re Japikse, 86 USPQ 70. Further, there is no difference 
in the operation of the voltage control circuit if it is located "ON" or "OFF" the IC. 

7. Claims 13-16, 19-20 and 25-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over the Hoist et al. reference (U.S. Patent 6,127,880) in view of the Pulvirenti reference (U.S. 
Patent 6,366,154). 

Hoist discloses in figure 6 and 1 an apparatus comprising a clock distribution network 
(LO/L1 CLK DIST.); at least one oscillator coupled to the clock distribution network so as to 
provide a clock signal on the clock distribution network; and a power control circuit (FILTER as 
seen in figure 1 for active power supply filter) to control power (PLLVDD or IOVDD) applied to 
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the at least one oscillator as partially required by claim 13. Again, the limitation "wherein the 
voltage signal is coupled to power a plurality of distributed oscillators, and wherein the plurality 
of distributed oscillators are coupled drive a clock distribution network asynchronously with 
respect to an external clocK* is seen as an intended use. 

Hoist does not disclose the power control circuit being specifically configured as 
required by claim. Pulvirenti discloses the power control circuit (explained previously) being 
configured as required by claim 13. 

It would have been obvious to one skill in the art at the time invention was made to 
incorporate the power control circuit taught by Pulvirenti in place of the power control circuit 
taught by Hoist since Pulvirenti' s circuit would provide an advantage of easy tuning the output 
voltage to a desired voltage level. 

As to claims 14-16, the rejections of claims 2-4 are also applicable herein. 

As to claims 19-20, the scopes of claims are similar to that of claims 7-8. Therefore, they 
are rejected for the similar reason set forth above. 

As to claims 25-28, the scopes of these claims are similar to those of claims 13-16 in 
combination with claims 7-8. Therefore, they are rejected for the same reasons set forth above. It 
is noted that the whole structure in figure 6 is seen as a processor core whereas the physical 
location of a power source does not differentiate the claimed invention from the prior art as noted 
in the rejection of claims 7-8 noted above. 
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Response to Arguments 

8. Applicant's arguments filed 3-2-06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Examiner has revised the rejection to reflect amendment of claims. 

Terminal Disclaimer
